The Mission Indians of Cs California. 


Sometimes great truths may be most 
forcibly taught and impressed upon the 
mind by works of fiction. Anything 
which has an individual bearing, which 
is brought to weigh upon some direct 
personality, influences and moves the 
human heart as no statement which is 
general in its nature, and without par- 
ticular reference to any single individn- 
ality, has the power of doing. We may 
read the story of the terrible calamities 
caused in Spain by the recent earth. 
quakes in that country and feel a gen- 


oral sensation of sympathy for the un- 


* fortunate sufferers, but let some one tell 


us the experience of some single indi- 
vidual or family, let him depict the 
awful horror surrounding them—their 
agony of fear, the sudden death of some 
of their number, the bitter grief of the 
remaining ones, their attempt at flight 
from the midst of falling buildings, 
and from the opening and yawning 
earth, and our feelings will be har- 
‘Yowed with the most intense sympathy, 
and be stirred by the keenest thrills of 
pity. 

There are many trufhs which may be 
brought home to us in this way until 
they stir us to action, which if present- 
ed otherwise would perhaps scarcely 
move us at all. 
mission of the writer of fiction—the 
presentation of truths, and the group- 
ing of facts, so weaving and combining 
them together with the glowing threads

like actualities and compel our atten- 
tion to the lessons underlying the 
surface of the simple story. 

The simple story ‘of Ramona, as 
told by Helen Jackson, is a story of 
facts, bound together by a few threads 
of romance—facts {gathered from 
actual life, and from the daily oc- 
currences that are transpiring about us 
here in Southern California—occur- 
rences which came under the author’s 


observation while, as one of the special 


agents of the Government, she was in- 
vestigating the condition and needs 
of the Mission Indians. 

These Indians, who once numbered 
many thousands, have rapidly dwindled 
away before the advance of the white 
man, till but comparatiyely few are 
jeft. In the three southern counties of 
California the census taken by the In- 
dian Bureau in 1880 places the number 
at 2,907. This is probably a low esti- 
mate, as there are many living in high 
and almost inaccessible spots among 
the mountains, and also in remote 
places, and small 
lages that have never been num- 
bered. These Indians are not all 
the idle, worthless and wretched 
wayside creatures that are found in some 
of the brush huts that border up the 


village groggeries and whisky saloons 


of the white man. There are many In- 
dian villages in the higher mountain 
valleys, remote from white settlements, 
and the ‘contaminating influences of the 
lower classes of civilization, whose in- 
habitants are peaceable, prosperous and 


‘eontented tillers of the soil, carrying on 


their own simple industries, living in- 
dependently in their simple homes, cul- 
tivating the same lands that their fathers 
bave cultivated for generations. This 
fact, we should suppose, would be suffi- 
cient to give them a fair title to these 
lands: But this is not the case. From 
the lands which their ancestors and 
themselves have successively occupied 
and tilled for a century they are often 
driven out by the greed of the white man. 
He looks with covetous eye upon some 
fair valley that they have planted—upon 
their fertile fields which are sown with 
grain—and the plains where their cattle 
feed. His eye covets the land which 
they have planted to orchards and vine- 
yards, and where their rude abodes 
stand, and the white man at once sets 
about to pre-empt this land, and to se- 
eure his patent from Washington. It is 
a generally accepted principle that the 
Indian has no right to public lands. 
No matter if he cultivated it, and fenced 
it, and irrigated it, and his people have 
lived on it for generations, 1f the Gov- 
ernment has put the land upon the 
„market, there is nothing to prevent 


these peaceable agricultural Indian 


communities being driven out homeless 
from their homes to give place to the 


» white man. This has been too often the 


ease. Of course there are cases where 
‘Indians, as well as.white men, have set 
up unlawful claims to the occupancy and 
ownership of Government lands, but in 
the business of land-grabbing the pale- 
face invariably distances his red brother. 

The history of Indian wrongs and out- 
rages, as set forth in the story of ‘‘Ra- 
mona, is no idle picture, but an 
array of facts such as should appeal 
powerfully to our sense of justice. Pro- 
tection should be given to these In- 


+ dians by the government, and some 


wise provision be made for them in 
lands for permanent occupancy. There 
should be a general resurveying of their 
reservations, and the government 
should look to it that this is 


. honestly done, and a title should 


be given them to these lands 
that cannot be set aside by the lawless 
white man. It will be recollected that 
the condition of the Indians was offi- | 80 
cially investigated and reported upon to 
the Commissioner of Indian Affairs by

Chief Justice Waite. 


The public will be gratified to read 
the following particular and encourag- 
ing statement of the condition and 
health of the Chief Justice, which 
comes direct from Mrs. Waite in a letter 
to her uncle, Colonel J. J. Warner, of 
this city. Mrs. Waite’s letter is dated 
Washington, January 6th, and the por- 
tion describing her husband’s case is as 
follows: |

weeks ago last Saturday [which 
was December 13th] with a se- 
vere chill in court.
